DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 4, lines 30 and 
31, stated that "the present invention utilizes a microprocessor or other computing device as 
detailed above"; the examiner was unable to find the details about the microprocessor. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The "Field of the Invention" section should be part of the "Background of the Invention 
section". 

3. On page 4, the heading "Detailed Description of the Drawings" should be "Detailed 
Description of the Invention". 

Please see below the structure of the Content of the Specification. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the 
invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless ■ 
the title is provided in an application data shet. The title of the invention should 
be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven 
words may not contain more than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP § 201 . 1 1 . 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : See MPEP 
§310.

a. Box 40, should provide the descriptive legend "imaging drum system"; 

b. Box 50, should provide the descriptive legend "an imaging carriage"; and 
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c. Box 60, should provide the descriptive legend "carriage control system". 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rodi (US Patent 
5,806,430). 

Regarding claim 1, Rodi discloses a system for elimination of printing registration errors 
[Fig. 1; column 2, line49-56], comprising: 
a processor [6] programmed for 

predicting registration errors [column 2, lines 60-67; column 3, lines 1-5]; and 
computing distortion parameters base on said registration errors for creating 
distorted images [column 2, lines 65-67; column 3, lines 1-10]; and 
an exposure system in communication with said processor [column 8 5 line 21-26], said 
exposure system configured for exposing said distorted images [column 8, line 27-35]. 
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Regarding claim 2, Rodi discloses wherein said processor is additionally programmed for 
receiving input data including: paper data, at least one machine parameter, at least one fixed 
error map, and the ink distribution data [column 5, lines 16-33; column 7, lines 65]. 

Regarding claim 3, Rodi discloses wherein said ink distribution data is from a low 
resolution image file [column 7, lines 51-63], 

Regarding claim 4, Rodi discloses where said exposure system includes a strobe card 
configured for changing timing signals [column 7, lines 16-20]. 

Regarding claim 5, Rodi discloses wherein said exposure system includes means for 
changing the resolution of an image [column 8, line 27-35]. 

Regarding claim 6, Rodi discloses a method for preparation of printing members [Fig. 1 ; 
column 2, lines 49-56] comprising: 

providing a reference image [column 2, lines 62-66]; 

calculating errors for substantially all of the pixels for at least one separation in said 
reference image [column 1, lines 19-26]; and 

utilizing at least one of strobe data or data manipulation card in combination with said 
calculated errors to control the rate of imaging to create a distorted image [column 7, lines 21- 
37] . 
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Regarding claim 7, Rodi discloses wherein said step of providing a reference image 
includes providing said reference image in a low resolution file [column 7, lines 51-63]. 

Regarding claim 8, Rodi discloses additionally comprising: 
providing a printing member [column 1, line 29]; and 

placing said distorted image onto said printing member [column 1, lines 27-38].
